(Continued trom page 1) 
of last year—lumber, minerals and the 
apples and fruits — will be equalled 
again this year. Nearly all the major 
lumber companies are putting in their 
finest displays. 

“A magnificent exhibit of apples, 
pears, peaches, plums and other fruits 
and an outstanding minerals display 
will represent our other most important 
industries. 


“The horse show, the first show of 


this kind ever to be given in this coun-— 


ty, is going to be unusually good, and it 
is hoped that El Dorado County sup- 
ports it to the fullest extent. 

“The Fair board realizes that last 
year’s fair will be quite a standard for 
us to live up to. A county fair must 
have the full cooperation of every resi- 
dent of the county, and it is entirely up 
to the people themselves whether or 
not they wish to make the El Dorado 
; County fair a permanent enterprise. 

“A number of objections have been 
heard regarding certain things and 
which might be explained at this time. 
The reason we are not having a gen- 
eral livestock show is because of the 
‘lack of premium funds to show all 
| breeds and because we lack proper 
| housing facilities for livestock, we are 
not having any livestock display except 
| that displayed by 4-H Clubs. 

“Another objection this year is our 
open classes. You are asking ‘Is this an 
| El Dorado County Fair, or is it not?’ 
| The answer to this is that this year 
| each and every County Fair must abide 
| by certain rules set out by the State. 
|The State ruled that there must be 
‘open classes, and allows a few closed 


classes oly, 
have as many closed classes as are al- 
lowed. 

“We hope this will explain the apen 
| class issue, and will nelp the public to 
understand why we are employing cer- 
| tain policies this year. 
| “Another thing that should be re- 
membered is that where there are no 
entries in any class, the prize money

Such a mixture reduces 
pore space and gives a more compact 
and stable mass with water-tightness. 
Clay alone is not advisable as it cracks 
badly upon drying, and is apt to slump 
when wet. 

Size of the reservoir depends upon 
its proposed period of use. For a tem- 
[Bereny supply, the reservoir does not 
| have to be of any great size; however. 
| when reservoirs are expected to furnish 
year long water. liberal size allowance 
‘should be made. The evaporation rate, 
which is very great during the summer, 
is proporticnate to the surface area. To 
insure a geod. clean suppiv of water, 
the reservoir should be at lecst ten to 
‘twelve feet in the deepest part. Rough-

The setting of fire to burn grass and | 
other rubbish within the city limits |, 
without first obtaining a permit to 
do so is still contrary to law and pun- 
ishable in the city court, Fire Chief |

or 4 feet, depending on the size, below 
the top of the dam. In reservoirs where 
there is danger of winds against the | 
face, the bottom of the spillway should , 
be 5 feet below the top of the dam to: 
give the face adequate protection. The 
bottom of the spillway should be lined 
with wood, rock or concrete to prevent 
washing and deepening. Whenever 
possible, the spillway should be located 
entirely apart from the’ fill. This ar- | 
rangement is also better from a silting | 
standpoint. The aim should be to never 
allow the water to rise within 2 feet of | 
the top of the dam. In Cross section, | 
the spillway floor should be level so 
that waste waters will pass through in 
a wide, thin sheet. Narrow, V-shaped | 
spillways should be avoided. It is better 
to carry the spillway channel on a's 
gentle slope as far below the dam as | 
the lay oft he land and reasonable ex- 
penditure will permit — otherwise the 
foundation of the dam itself may be | 
undercut.

storms. The fill, under these condi- 
tions, should either be faced with rock 
or some good lining material or rip-_ 
rapped. A floating boom of logs fast-' 
ened end to end, fences of short boards ;

and fences backed with brush | 
have all been used successfully to re- 
tard wave action. 
A severe criticism of reservoirs is 
that livestock stand in the water sup-

| ness, and making the water unfit. To 
remedy this. a pipe not less than 2 
inches in diameter should be put 


through the bottom of the fill during 
construction. A large, permanent 
trough., preferably concrete with a | 
float valve on it, may then be put out | 
in front of the dam and the water 
piped into it. Then, by putting a good 
fence aroung the reservoir,, the stock 
would be assured a clean, cool supply 
of water. This idea. although not ne- 
cessary, is very practical with the smal- 
ler, shallower reservoirs where filthy ' 
water is a problem in the late sum- 
mer.
